10:20  P»M*i  I sighted  what  appeared  like  a comet  v/ith  a tail 
falli^  straight  dow  end  dead  ahead.  It  vfas  somewhat  of  a 
tear-drop  shaped  object  but  with  little  or  no  taper.  I first 
saw  it  through  the  top  of  my  tinted  windshield  and  ofcourse  it 
appeared  blueish-green  but  after  it  cleared  the  tinted  part, 
it  appeared  brilliant  and  vdiitish.  ITy  guess  is  that  I could 
see  at  about  a 30  degree  angle  from  horizon  to  top  of  windshield 
and  that  I saw  the  object  falling  for  about  half  this  distance. 
The  first  head  part  of  it  appeared  to  bog  dom,  from  whidh  a 
second  head  part  fell  with  tall  similar  to  first  part.  Other  • 
than  that  it  looked  a bit  different,  I presume  it  was  a meteor, 
which  as  always  appears  to  be  only  five  or  ten  miles  away."
